She was a Miss Nannie Lang- 
horne and later the wife of Bobby 
Shaw, from whom she was divorced. 
All of the Langhome sisters are re­ 
markable beauties, ipaying particular 
attention to every detail of face and 
figure. 
A Virginia lady who knew 
them in their girlhood days stated that 
their rules of living were something 
like this: “Breakfast early and exercise 
briskly for an hour or two. 
Have a 
luncheon and exercise again, this tim e 
riding. 
Luncheon again and then a 
long, vigorous tram p or a cross country 
ride to hounds, just for the pleasure 
of it, then a hearty supper, then a long 
walk in the southern twilight, and then 
bed.”

New York City in its hurry and rush 
of business did not seem to stop for 
patriotic reasons to enjoy the sight of 
a dozen United States warships an­ 
chored in her harbor. 
The American 
fleet riding majestically at anchor in 
the North River, attracting the at­ 
tention of thousands of sight-seers, 
was requested to “move on.” 
The 
stalw art 
battleships 
and 
armored 
cruisers with their great length a n l in 
command of no less a personage than

the beautiful country house from the 
Duke of W estminster and paid $1,­ 
250,000 for it. Cliveden is situated In 
the heart of the boating and picnicing 
region of the Upper Thames. 


OFFENDED TH E POPULACE. 
After acquiring it, Astor had an 
opportunity to show himsélf more ex­ 
clusive than the Duke of Westminster. 
That potentate and all previous owners 
of the estate had allowed the common 


Rear Admiral “Fighting Bob” Evans 
wére found to be in the way. 
Dis­ 
patches from the metropolis say that 
the supervisor of the harbor of New 
York called on Admiral Evans and 
served a formal notice on him that 
the ships were taking up too much 
room in the river, and were seriously 
interfering with navigation. 
While it 
w as admitted on the United States 
vessels that they were well out in the 
usual channel taken by steamers, they 
could not anchor further inshore on 
account of the shallowness of the 
water. 
There is probably no place in the 
world where the great white and buff 
ships of the American navy show off 
to better advantage than in the North 
River. The dozen warriors strung a­ 
long ■ at anchor at intervals of about 
400 yards stretching from the foot of 
Riverside Drive at 72nd Street to 
G rant’s Tomb at 125th Street and ' •- 
yond. 
When Prince Louis of Batten- 
burg had his British armored flyers in 
the New York port they were given 
berths in the North River and only a 
few weeks ago the Paul Jones French 
fleet was in the stream. 
The New 
York people could not be inhospitable 
to these fleets on account of the inter­ 
national aspects of things, but when 
the American ships arrived, waiting 
their turn to go to the repair docks, 
they were ordered to move aw ay and 
give the tug boats and scows engaged 
in the Hudson River trade a chance to 
pass. 
During the short stay of the fleet in 
New York the battleship Illinois in 
dragging at anchor suddenly ripped 
open a Standard oil pipe line laid a­ 
cross the bed of the river. 
This line 
it seems was not charted and no one 
in authority seemed to know ju st how 
or when it got there, but nevertheless 
the Standard Oil Company had been 
■pumping thousands of gallons into 
New York City through it every day 
for years. When the Illinois fouled the 
pipe line the officers on board the ship 
could not imagine w hat the anchor 
had taken hold of until the surface of 
the river became a shining mass, 
bright with the hues of petroleum. 
Before the pipe line could be repaired 
more than 85,000 gallons of good

NEW RAIL AUTOMOBILES. 


Each Machine Runs Independently by 
Its Own Motor. 
The craze of autoists to build pal­ 
ace touring cars for pleasure trip3 
has caused railroad corporations to 
dabble in the novelty of motor vehicle 
transportation. 
Some of the unique 
cars that patents have been applied for 
are certainly freak products. ' 
A car that resembles a huge steel 
battering ram has been completed at 
the shops of the Union Pacific rail­ 
road, at Omaha, Neb. 
It Is a big 
steel 
structure 
especially 
designed 
for climbing grades and run by its 
own gasolene motor, over standard 
gauge rails. 
On its trial trip it de­ 
veloped a speed of forty miles an hour, 
climbing, it is said, a grade of 20 per 
cent. 
RACED THE STEAM CARS. 
I t w as given its first long-distance 
trial on April 14th, when It left Omaha 
as the second section of train No. 1, 
known 
as 
the 
Overland 
Limited. 
The motor car gained on No. 1 to such 
extent that a t Fremont, 46 miles from 
Omaha, the motor car was held on the 
block 
six 
minutes. 
Owing to 
a 
heavy wind and meeting trains from 
this tim e on, No. l ’s schedule was not 
maintained; however, the total time 
of the motor car from Omaha to 
Grand Island, 153.6 miles, was 5 
hours and 12 minutes, with delays 
amounting tc 40 minutes on account 
of orders, meeting trains, etc. 
The 
ac'tual running tim e for the 153;.6 
miles was 4 hours 32 minutes, or 34 
miles per hour. 
There was no delay 
whatever on account of the motor car, 
and the machinery was in almost con­ 
stant motion from Omaha to Grand 
Island. 
On the return trip April 15 
the actual running tim e was 4 hours 
10 minutes, or 36.3 miles per hour. 
From Elkhorn to South Omaha, a 
distance of 24.3 miles was covered in 
36 minutes, or 42 miles per hour. 
A maximum speed of 53 miles per 
hour was attained on this trip. 
Railroad 
officials 
witnessing 
the 
machine’s trial trip expressed much 
gratification. 
Some of the officials 
go even so far as to predict that the 
gasolene motor will ultimately revo­ 
lutionize interurban railroad trans­ 
portation. 
SCHEME OF Y'ENTILATION. 
This machine has several hew ar­ 
rangements, the most conspicuous of 
which is the ventilation of the cars. 
The windows are round, similar to 
port holes on steamships, and are air, 
w ater and dust proof. The cars have 
entrance in the middle instead of at 
the end. 
The new method of ventilation fair­ 
ly well avoids the close and sometimes 
foul atmospheric conditions so often 
encountered in electric and other trans­ 
portation cars, sufficiently so as to 
predict complete success in this di­ 
rection. 
The vibration and noise of 
the engine were largely eliminated 
and mechanism of the car worked 
splendidly on this trial run. 
The cars will accommodate sixty 
passengers each, with comfort. They 
have every modern convenience, and

SIR A. CONAN DOYLE, 
identity. 
Many of these were so 
famous in their day th a t they were 
frequently purchased a t large prices 
by the British Museum. 
John Doyle 
had four sons, 
who also became 
artists. His eldest son, Charles Doyle, 
was the father of the novelist, and 
another son was Richard Doyle, who 
came by his nickname of “Dicky” 
Doyle through his signature of a “D” 
with a little bird perched upon it, 
which may yet be seen on the cover 
design of Punch. 
Conan Doyle’s education began in 
England, where already in his tenth 
year he exhibited a wonderful pre­ 
cocity for telling stories. But even at 
the early age of six the future novelist 
and creator of Sherlock Holmes was 
anticipated in a story of terrible ad­ 
venture, written in a bold hand on 
foolscap paper, four words to the line, 
and accompanied with original pen- 
and-ink illustrations. 
“There was a man and a tiger in 
it,” he says of this infantile effort; “I 
forget which was the hero; but it 
didn’t m atter much, for they became 


blended into one about the tim e when 
the tiger met the man. 
I was a 
realist in the age of the romanticists. 
I described at some length, both verb­ 
ally and pictorially, the untimely end 
of that w ayfaring man. But when the 
tiger had absorbed him, I found my­ 
self slightly em barrassed as to how 
my story was to go on. 
‘It Is very 
easy to get people into scrapes and 
very hard to get them out again,’ was 
my sage comment on the difficulty; 
and I have often had cause to repeat 
this precocious aphorism of my child­ 
hood. 
Upon this occasion the situa­ 
tion was beyond me, and my book, 
like my man, was engulfed In my 
tiger.” 
At Stonyhurst, and also a t Feld- 
kirch, in Germany, Doyle’s literary 
inclination was shown in the editor­ 
ship of school magazines. In 1876 he 
returned to Edinburgh and took up 
the study of medicine at the univers­ 
ity there, where he remained until he 
obtained his diploma, five years later. 
In 1880 Dr. Doyle left the university 
to make a seven-months’ trip to the 
.Arctic seas as unqualified surgeon on 
board a whaler. There was very little 
demand for surgery aboard the Hope, 
and he has described his chief occu­ 
pation during the voyage as being em­ 
ployed in keeping the captain In cut 
tobacco, working in the boats after 
fish, and teaching the crew to box. 
He utilized his experience later in his 
story, “The Captain of the Polester.” 
Two years later, in 1882, after a 
four-months’ voyage to the west coast 
of Africa, he settled down as a med­ 
ical practitioner at Southsea, in Eng­ 
land, where he remained until 1890. 
Those were arduous and trying years, 
in which he came to regard the calls 
of the profession he had adopted as 
interruptions in the real work of his 
life, and found th at the w riting of 
stories was a very slender prop upon 
which to lean for a livelihood. “Fifty 
little cylinders of manuscript,” he 
says, “did I send out during eight 
years, which described a regular orbit 
among publishers, and usually came 
back, like paper boomerangs, to the 
place that they had started from.” 
All this time he was w riting anony­ 
mously, and during the ten years of 
liis literary apprenticeship, he states 
that, in spite of unceasing and untir­ 
ing literary effort, he never in any one 
year earned fifty pounds by his pen. 
Then, in 1887, appeared in Beeton’s 
Christmas Annual a story from his pen 
called “A Study in Scarlet.” It Is a 
significant point in the author’s career, 
for in this story Sherlock Holmes 
made bis first appearance. 
I t was 
published later in a book form, and 
went forth as his first novel, and Im­ 
mediately began to attract attention. 
Under these favoring circumstances 
he undertook the writing of “Jdicah 
Clarke.” 
It was completed after a 
year’s reading and five months’ w rit­ 
ing, and represented the most am­ 
bitious and hopeful work the author 
had yet accomplished. 
But it came 
back to him from one publishing house 
after another, until he began to des­ 
pair of its acceptance. “I remember,” 
he says, “smoking over my dog-eared 
manuscript when it returned for a 
whiff of country air, and wondering 
Continued on second page, column two.

TELL-TALE THÜMB-PKITS. 


FINGER MARKS U f CRIMINALS 
LIFE LONG AIDS TO THEIR 
DETECTION. 


Individual Finger Marks Perm anent 
Through Life—Adoption of System 
for Identification of U. S. Soldiers 
a n d S a ilo rs . 


A 
few 
weeks 
ago 
Inspeotoi 
McLaughlin of the New York City De­ 
tective Bureau received remarkable 
evidence of the value of thumb-print 
identification. 
A letter was brought 
to him through the mails from London 
containing the picture and record of 
a noted criminal whose thumb-print, 
with his name and description, was 
sent to London to test the efficiency 
of this new method of recording dis­ 
tinguishing marks of criminals. 
By 
means of the thumb-print alone, the 
English police identified the criminal 
captured by the New York police, 
whose record in England includes eight 
imprisonments on charges of larceny. 
The prisoner was caught by Inspector 
McLaughlin in the corridor of the 
Waldorf-Astoria Hotel in April. There 
were no charges against him in this 
country at the time, but the Inspector 
decided that his captive was an En­ 
glish “crook.” It was found that two 
patrons of the hotel had been robbed 
and the prisoner was detained for a 
thorough investigation of his case. 
Meanwhile the Inspector sent the 
thumb-print to London and the reply 
brought a photograph of the “crook” 
and a duplicate photograph of his 
thumb-print and his record. 
THE BERTILLON SYSTEM. 
For some time the criminal bureaus 
of prominent cities have been using 
the 
Bertillon 
measurement 
system 
which also includes making two pho­ 
tographs of the suspicious character, 
but the French system and photo­ 
graphy have fallen short in many 
cases, as a scheming criminal can 
adopt various subterfuges to cheat the 
law, but there is no way of changing 
the character of his thumb-print, for 
there are no two people whose thumbs 
are exactly alike, and each person has 
his own individual thumb-print whose 
character remains the same from the 
day of birth to the end. 
OLD AS THE HILLS. 
There is nothing really new in this 
mode of Identification, as from time 
immemorial the Chinese have known

the fact that every man carries on his 
finger-tips the proofs of his identity, 
and passports in the Celestial land 
have 
consisted 
of 
a 
government- 
stamped piece of oil paper on which 
the traveler has to record his digital- 
marks before setting forth on his 
journey. 
So in India, where deeds 
transferring land have for centuries 
past been signed among the illiterate 
peasantry by a thumb-mark. 
Within 
recent years the government of In­ 
dia has extended this native custom 
to postoffice savings bank books, mili­ 
tary and civil pension certificates, 
emigrants’ contracts, mortgages on 
growing crops, and other transactions 
where false personation has to be 
guarded against or an authenticated 
acknowledgment of money received 
has to be made. 
Naturally, also, the 
system was promptly adopted for the 
Identification of criminals, and it was 
an Indian police officer, E. R. Henry, 
inspector-general of police in Bengal, 
who carried to England his experi­ 
ences in the work, and when appointed 


stage of their career, and the finger­ 
print system is the only means of 
identification yet devised that makes 
this practicable. 
Not only is it virtually impossible 
that any man’s ten finger-prints, one 
after the other, should resemble in 
mere general mathematical form each 
of those of another man, the chance 
against any such coincidence being 
calculated by Professor Francis Gal- 
ton, the eminent anthropologist and 
mathematician, as one hundred and 
sixty-four million against one, but it 
is equally impossible that any two 
finger-prints should be identical in 
every detail. 
Recently the United States govern­ 
ment has also adopted the thumb­ 
print system for identification of the 
sailors and soldiers in service, as this 
might become useful not only in 
cases of desertion, but also to more 
readily identify the bo .,es of those 
who have fallen on the field of battle.

and in 1890 he followed up the success 
of Micah with “The White Company,” 
in the preparation of which be read 
one hundred and fifteen 
volumes, 
French and English, dealing with the 
fourteenth century in England. 
His 
delight in the work is expressed in his 
own words: “To Write such books,” 
he once said, speaking of Micah Clarke 
and The White Company, “one must 
have an enthusiasm for the age about 
which he is writing. He must think it 
a great one, and then he must go de­ 
liberately to work and reconstruct it. 
Then is his a splendid joy.”

However, Dr. Doyle may prefer to 
write historical romances, and what­ 
ever his personal estimate of his great 
detective may be, the fact remains 
that 
in 
Sherlock 
Holmes 
he 
has 
created a character whose exploits are 
as familiar as household words, and 
who has entered into the very fibre 
of Anglo-Saxon life and literature. It 
is actually said that at times Dr. 
Doyle has expressed a wish that T . 
Watson 
had 
never 
met 
Sherlock 
Holmes. 
It is on record that he 
thought so little of “A Study in Scar­ 
let,” the story in which Sherlock 
Holmes first appeared, that he sold it 
outright for $125. The value of Sher­ 
lock Holmes has gone up since those 
days, however. 
Dr. Doyle acknowledges some ir 
debtedness to Dupin, the detective in 
Poe’s short stories, “The Murders in 
the Rue Morgue” and “The Purloined 
Letter.” This is the more interesting 
for the reason that in “A Study in 
Scarlet,” Sherlock Holmes is made to 
speak 
rather 
contemptuously 
of 
Dupin’s skill and acumen. 
To quote 
Dr. Doyle again: “In work which con­ 
sists in the drawing of detectives 
there are only one or two qualu s 
which one can use, and an author is 
forced to hark back upon them con­ 
stantly, so that every detective must 
really resemble every other detec' 
> 
to a greater or less extent. 
There is 
no great originality required in de­ 
vising or constructing such a man, 
and the only possible originality which 
one can get into a story about a detec­ 
tive is in giving him original plots 
and problems to solve, as in his equip­ 
ment there must be of necessity an 
alert acuteness of mind to grasp 
'■s 
and the relation which each of them 
bears to the other,” 
CONSTRUCTION OF SHERLOCK. 
Dr. Doyle went to work, therefore, 
to build up a scientific system in which 
everything might be logically reasoned 
out. Where Sherlock Holmes differed 
from his predecessors was that he had 
an immense fund of exact knowledge 
upon which to draw, in consequence 
of his previous scientific education, 
n e was practical, he was sy' ematic, 
lie was logical, and his success in 
the detection of crime was to ’ 9 the 
result, not of chance or luck, but of 
his characteristic qualities. 
“With 
this idea,” says Dr. Doyle, “I wrote 
a book on the lines I have indicated, 
and produced ‘A Study in Scarlet.’ 
That was the first appearance of Sher­ 
lock; but he did not arrest much at­ 
tention, and no one recognized him as 
being anything in particular. 
About 
three years later, howe r, I was 
asked to do a small shilling book for 
Lippincott’s 
Magazine, 
which 
pub­ 
lishes, as you know, a complete story 
In each number. I didn’t know what 
to write about, and the thought oc­ 
curred to me, ‘Why not try to rig up 
the same chap again?’ I did it, and the 
result was ‘The Sign of the Four.’ 
Although the criticisms were frvor- 
able, I don’t think that even then Sher­ 
lock attracted much attention to his 
individuality.” 
But this shows Mr. 
Doyle's modesty.

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An Agricultural Education. 


GUY ELLIOTT MITCHELL 


The fallowing interesting account 
of the life work of Edgar J. Hollister 
is sketched by Mrs. Grannis, who has 
had the opportunity of personally ob­ 
serving some of the results of his 
wonderful activity. Except for Dean 
Hollister’s retiring modesty regarding 
his own performances, Mrs. Grannis 
says that it would be possible to pre­ 
sent many more stimulating incidents 
of difficulties overcome. 
All in all, 
his life work is doing much not only 
for American agriculture, per se; but 
for the advancement of the idea that 
brainwork-farming pays, 
and that 
there is as promising a field in this 
line of endeavor as in any of the mer­ 
cantile or Industrial occupations. 


Through Toil to Traimph. 
By Anna C. Grannis. 
It is a far cry from a Canadian 
farmer boy in the sixties to the Dean 
of Agriculture to-day in a rising insti­ 
tution in the West, yet, by the applica­ 
tion of science to practical farming, 
such a change has been wrought by 
Edgar J. Hollister, a soil expert of 
(wide reputation. 
No agricultural college opened Its 
friendly doors to this young pioneer, 
nor was the Canadian government so 
deeply Interested at that time as now, 
In its farming population. 
Books on 
the subject were few and fell woefully 
short of the mark, yet he knew neither 
discouragement nor dismay. 
A call from western Ontario, his 
birth place, came in 1873 and in re­ 
sponse, some time was spent in set­ 
ting out peach orchards, the work los­ 
ing its Irksomeness because of the 
Study which accompanied it 
More­ 
over, at this point a company was en­ 
gaged in reclaiming some twenty-five 
thousand acres of land by the drainage 
of an Inland lake. The young man as­ 
sisted in some of the surveys and was 
in touch with the chief engineer of 
the 
work. 
His 
enthusiasm 
was 
aroused by the anticipation of the re­ 
sults which would come from the ad­ 
dition of such a large acreage, which 
hitherto worthless, was now, by re­ 
ducing It to cultivation, to be made 
productive. 
After some further years of study 
and preparation Mr. Hollister became 
Interested in the organization of a com­ 
pany 
for 
the 
development 
of 
a 
large tract of swamp. The land was 
cleared of brush and reclaimed to 
cultivation, 
buildings 
erected, 
ma­ 
chinery installed and a system of 
farming, very nearly perfect, was 
established. Fields of six acres were 
made to produce an income of $3,­ 
000.00 each, while others of four acres 
produced $1,800.00. Of the latter $1,­ 
200.00 was net; while thirty-five acres 
was made to yield $14,000.00 gross at 
an expense of $8,000.00. 
Of course, 
these were special crops such as cel­ 
ery. onions and other vegetables 
SLOW PROCESS OF NATURE. 
In some instances five years is the 
period allowed for the reclamation of 
land by the slow process of nature 
after the drainage has been obtained. 
Even then these lands may fail to 
produce paying crops, because of their 
deficiency in essential elements such 
as lime, potash, phosphoric acid and 
magnesia. 
These are some of the 
forces which go to make stability In 
plants. It is true that such lands con­ 
tain a large percentage of nitrogen, 
accumulated from the decomposition 
of vegetable matter annually produced 
In low places. However, this nitrogen, 
which would produce growth were it 
available, is in an unknown quantity 
and available only when sufficient 
moisture is present, yet does not pro­ 
duce the same results upon crops as 
nitrogen derived from other sources, 
such as bone, dried blood or barn­ 
yard manure. 
To make these lands productive im­ 
mediately after drainage, it is neces­ 
sary to correct their acid condition by 
the use of lime and by disintegration 
of the soil particles, thereby increas­ 
ing their powers to retain water and 
absorb oxygen. These forces together, 
will act on potash and the three abso­ 
lute essentials to plant growth are nl- 


Hollister proceeded upon the theory 
that, climatic conditions being equal, 
certain crops are adapted to certain 
soils, and that planting those which 
will bring the greatest revenue will 
enhance the value of the land, Inspire 
the people with enthusiasm and en­ 
courage development In all lines of 
trade. 
For 
example, 
Kalamazoo, 
Michigan, was once surrounded by 
bogs and flats worth scarcely $10.00 
an acre. 
After the incoming of the 
Hollanders, who began raising celery 
on these supposedly worthless la- 
$000,000.00 was brought annually to 
the town by the sale of this vegetable. 
In ten years’ time the land increased 
in value to $900.00 an acre. 
In 1899, a trip was made to Colo­ 
rado where the people were farming 
under irrigation, and here the growers

were taught the economical use i«f 
water and the method of creating a 
favorable environment for plants. A 
visit was made to Maryland, where 
experiments with soil and plant life 
added still further to the experiment­ 
er’s fund of knowledge, but in 1901, 
the most difficult and seemingly im­ 
possible work was to come, i.e., the 
reclaiming of tidal lands on the north 
shore of Long Island Sound. The De­ 
partment of Agriculture already had 
had a man in the field, who had re­ 
ported the feasibility of reclamation 
but by slow processes, and that in­ 
vestigation revealed too many failures. 
In spite of this, Mr. Hollister had 
sufficient knowledge, gained experi­ 
mentally, to suggest success, added to 
which was the further information 
gained during a four years’ residence 
in Washington, D. C., for the express 
purpose of consultation and co-opera­ 
tion with the experts of the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture. 
An experiment 
was first made on a small tract on the 
south side of Long Island, where the 
salt bog had simply been taken up 
and thrown inside of a dike, con­ 
structed of lumber sufficiently strong 
to withstand the tide. This hog was 
made smooth and even, and chemically 
treated in the month of August. By 
the ' t of October the surface was 
covered with a beautiful growth of 
tame grass six inches high. 
This 
might certainly be termed, “A Quick 
Process Route.” 
Work on a sixty- 
acre tract on the north side was begun 
in June and completed in December Of 
the same year. On this land, covered 
the previous autumn with salt water, 
nine hundred bushels of turnips were 
produced on two acres during the 
first season. 
Rye, oats, celery and 
vegetables throve on the same tract. 
The following year twenty acres 
were seeded to meadow land in April. 
B y August it was covered by a beauti­ 
ful turf, strong enough to hold up 
cattle pastured thereon. The remain­ 
ing portion of the sixty acres pro­ 
duced luxuriant crops of vegetables 
and corn. 
A year later the meadow 
yielded four tons of hay to the acre 
and was considered a great demon- 


a crop of corn sown broadcast The 
thi 
corn was plowed down in the fqJJ and 
the sand lot planted in rye. It ^ ilf be 
seen that in this process nature was 
being assisted by moisture and sun­ 
light to change sand into rye and corn 
stalks. Then the sand, by the natural 
process of decomposition of these 
grains, brought about a complete 
change in the physical condition of 
the soil. 
The work of this interesting man 
attracted the attention of many people 
pursuing scientific agriculture, among 
whom was H. J. Heinz, the pickle 
manufacturer—57 kinds—who is in­ 
terested not only in the culture of the 
vegetable kingdom but in the 
tel’ »t- 
ual growth of boys, and through his 
activity 
Mr. Hollister was elected 
Dean of Agriculture at the Agricul­ 
tural Institute of Winona Lake, In­ 
diana. 
Here he was seen last sum­ 
mer, handling his crops of embryo 
farmers who seemed imbued with his 
enthusiasm and whose first harvest 
received encomiums from five thou­ 
sand visiting farmers, who unani­ 
mously adopted resolutions endorsing 
the work. 
EDUCATING FOR SMALL -'ARMS. 
A plan is now taking tangible form, 
which will lead to the establishment 
of small farms comprising five to 
twenty acres each. 
On these farms 
young men will be taught combined 
scientific and practical agriculture. 
They will also demonstrate the pos­ 
sibility of getting an income and genu­ 
ine happiness from their investments 
which may well be envied by the 
salaried man or the man of moderate 
capital In the city. It is believed too, 
that this work will have a wholesome 
effect upon the farmers throughout 
the country. 
An increase of even 
$100.00 in the revenue of each farmer 
when multiplied by five million, would 
establish the prosperity of the Ameri­ 
can Nation, the bulwarks of which 
nre its farming population. 
Mr. Hollister is also directing a 
work of reclamation of a large tract 
of salt meadow on the Connecticut 
coast which, when reclaimed, will be 
used for the purpose of intensive 


hay for pigs, it is considered better to 
cut it early, so that a larger proportion 
of leaves may be saved and conse­ 
quently a larger proportion of protein 
conserved. While late cutting, after 
the leaves have fallen somewhat and 
the stem hardened, 
is 
better for 
horses; for pigs, especially growing 
pigs, the crop should be so harvested 
as to save the largest number of 
leaves. 
Experience teaches also that 
the third or fourth crop is better for 
pigs because it is softer and more pal­ 
atable. It is 'always wise to provide 
some sort of a trough or rack with a 
floor in it for feeding alfalfa to hogs. 
Alfalfa in its green state, or when 
used as hay or ensilage, is a first-class 
poultry food. Poultry will pasture on 
it during the summer and thrive. It is 
best for poultry to use the last cutting 
of alfalfa, as it is softer in texture, 
has a larger proportion of leaves, less 
woody matter, and Is more succulent 
than any other cutting. While poultry 
of all classes will eat alfalfa hay, or 
at least the leaves from it, and thrive, 
it is undoubtedly a better practice to 
chop or grind it and mix it with a 
grain ration. 
A good practice is to 
steep the alfalfa hay in hot water and 
let it stand for several hours before 
feeding.

Value of Alfalfa to Farm Animals. 
The Bureau of Animal Industry of 
the Department of Agriculture has re­ 
cently published a study by I. D. 
Graham of the use of alfalfa for the 
growing and fattening of animals in 
the Great Plains region. The results 
attained by experiments, while of in­ 
estimable value to live stock growers 
in the region mentioned, may well be 


The Irish Potato. 
A rich, sandy loam is best suited to 
the production of Irish potatoes, and 
the fertilizers employed should contain 
high percentage of potash. The main 
crop of Irish potatoes for family ase 
should be grown elsewhere, but a small 
area of early ones properly belongs in 
the garden. 
The preparation of the 
soil should be the same as for general 
garden crops. 
In a recent bulletin on farm vege­ 
tables, the department of Agriculture 
recommends that for late potatoes, ths 
rows should be 2% to 3 feet apart, 
•and the hills 14 to 18 Inches apart in 
the rows. 
Lay off the rows with a 
one-horse plow or lister, and drop the 
seed, one or two pieces in a place, In 
the bottom of the furrow. Cover the 
seed to a depth of about 4 inches, using 
a hoe or a one-horse plow for the pur­ 
pose. 
One to three weeks will be 
required for the potatoes to come up, 
depending entirely upon the tempera- 
tur» of the soil. The ground may even 
freeze slightly after the planting has 
been done, but so long as the frost 
does not reach the seed potatoes no 
harm will result, and growth will be­ 
gin as soon as the soil becomes suf­ 
ficiently warm. 
As soon as the plants appear above 
the ground and the rows can be fol­ 
lowed, the surface soil should be well 
stirred by means of one of the harrow­ 
toothed cultivators. 
Good cultivation 
should be maintained throughout the 
growing season, with occasional hand 
hoeing, 
if necessary, to keep the 
ground free from weeds. 
Much de­ 
pends upon cultivation. 
Toward the 
last the soil may be worked up around 
the plants to hold them erect and pro-

Some of the questions considered In 
the experiments were the composition 
and digestibility of alfalfa, the calcu­ 
lated cost of nutrients supplied by al­ 
falfa and other feeding stuffs, the 
value of alfalfa hay cut at different 
periods of growth, alfalfa as a pastur­ 
age, soiling, and hay crop, alfalfa meal, 
and the value of alfalfa, fresh and 
cured, for different kinds of farm ani­ 
mals and for poultry. The importance 
of this crop as a honey-producing 
plant was also considered. 
Finely 
ground, 
kiln-dried alfalfa 
hay, called alfalfa meal, has given sat­ 
isfactory results as feeding stuff. The 
commercial article is made from se­ 
lected alfalfa and mixed with sugar- 
beet molasses in the proportion of 75 
per cent alfalfa and 25 per cent, mo­ 
lasses. 
Horses and mules, It Is stated, thrive 
on alfalfa pasture, and while alfalfa is 
too rich a food for mature horses un­ 
less used in combination with some 
other roughness, It Is an excellent feed 
for young ones, as it seems to contain 
just the elements necessary to develop 
bone, muscle, and consequent size. 
Caution should be used, however, in 
feeding alfalfa to horses, particularly 
if they have not been accustomed to 
i t Like other concentrated feeds, it 
seems to stimulate all the physical 
processes to such an extent that vari­ 
ous disorders of the digestive system 
may appear. This is particularly no 
ticeable in the urinary and perspira­ 
tory glands. 
When alfalfa is fed to horses in con­ 
siderable quantity the grain ration 
must be proportionately reduced and 
an abundance of other roughness fur­ 
nished. When horses have attained a 
mature age and it is desirable to 
change from other hay to alfalfa, this 
change must be very gradual, and the 
alfalfa selected for this purpose should 
be more advanced In growth at the 
time of cutting than that which is to 
be fed to cattle or sheep. As a general 
statement, very ripe alfalfa hay is the 
best to use for working and driving 
horses, while that prepared in the 
usual way—that is, cut when the field 
is about one-tenth in bloom—is better 
for the colts. In any event, horses that 
are fed alfalfa hay must be given 
abundant exercise. 
For dairy and beef cattle and for 
sheep, alfalfa has given very good re­ 
sults. As regards the use of alfalfa 


tect the tubers from the sun after the 
vines begin to die. 
When the tubers 
are fully ripe the vines will be quite 
dead, but digging should not be de­ 
layed too long, as the potatoes will 
make a second growth In case wet 
weather should set in, and weeds will 
start seriously interfering with har­ 
vesting the crop. 
On a small scale, 
dig with a spading fork, and on a 
large scale, use either one of the spe­ 
cial digging machines or a turning 
plow, which latter will cover up a 
good many potatoes. A late crop may 
be planted during May or early in 
June in the North, and harvested late 
In antumn, when the frost has killed 
the vines. 
After digging the potatoes, they 
should never be allowed to lie exposed 
to the sun, or to any light while in 
storage, as they soon becomé green 
and unfit for table use. 
Early pota­ 
toes especially should not be stored in 
a damp place during the heated part 
of the summer, keeping best if cov- 
eiad over in a cool, shady shed nntil 
the autumn weather sets in, after 
which they can be placed in a dry 
cellar or buried in the open ground. 
The ideal temperature for keeping 
Irish potatoes would be between 30° 
and 40° F., but they w.d not with­ 
stand any freezing.

How 
many farmers, who chance to read 
this, have raised 200 bushels on an 
equal plot?

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A Bugaboo About Law. 
We bave no patience with tbe buo 
and cry usually heard about tbe en­ 
forcement of concededly bad and un­ 
just laws. Tbe better plan to deal 
.Ivith iniquitous laws is to ignore 
tbem; let tbem remain dead upon 
tbe statute books—monuments only 
to crude notions of tbose wbo passed 
tbem. 
No amount of enforcement 
will make a poor law seem rigbt in 
tbe minds of bonest law abiding men. 
Wben we say “ law abiding” men— 
we refer to tbose who bave tbe high­ 
est respect for true laws—laws which 
safeguard tbe rights of citizens; 
which protect tbe man in bis person 
and the enjoyment of his property, 
and punishes the wrong doer who 
attempts to injure him in such rights. 
It is only such enactments that are 
entitled to the sacred name of “ law.” 
Others are of the counterfeit stamp, 
and as such are worthy of the con­ 
tempt rather than the respect of up­ 
right men. 
It makes one tired to 
hear people say that simply because 
some enactment has been branded 
“ law” it therefore should be en­ 
forced—regardless of its character— 
regardless of whether it is of the 
genuine or bogus kind. 
Away with 
such ideas. Law is tbe condensation 
of the wisdom of the ages as to what is 
rigbt between man and man. Through 
travail and darkness ot past ages we 
have reached the light of the present. 
Doubtless we are far removed yet 
from the perfect day, but we are 
inmeasurably ahead of the centuries 
that have gone before. 
Some of 
the greatest atrocities recorded in 
history were perpetrated under the 
guise and in the name of law. In the 
dark ages they did what some would 
seemingly be willing to do now—use 
the law to throw a fitful glamor of 
sanctity around iniquity. 
It was 
under color of law that some of the 
world’s greatest and best men were 
tortured and executed. The fires of 
martyrdom, the tortures of the in­ 
quisition, were all sanctioned by law. 
So called witches were put to death 
at the stake in conformity with the 
laws of those times. 
No doubt the 
same argument was resorted to in de­ 
fense of such persecution in those 
days that we hear once in a while 
now—“ the best way to get rid of a 
fcad law is to enforce it.” 
This subterfuge of an excuse has 
not passed muster with the verdict of 
history. 
These who forfeited their 
lives in protest against unrighteous 
laws, are hailed in these days as 
heroes, who sacrificed life in the 
cause of right; while those who aided 
in the enforcement of such laws are 
looked upon as the real criminals. 
No sentimental nonsense of the sanc­ 
tity of everything that is branded as 
law is allowed to redeem the per­ 
secutors from the infamy of their 
deeds, or to rob the persecuted from 
their well-earned niche in the temple 
of fame. The martyrs in thebrigther 
light ot this age, were the law­ 
makers, 
while 
the officials who 
hounded them to death were the law 
breakers. 
Would it not have been 
far better for the reputation of those 
days, if the iniquitous laws under 
which such deeds were done, had 
been allowed to perish on the statute 
books of sheer inanition, than to 
have called down the condemnation 
of future generations by the mon­ 
strous injustice of their enforcement. 
Public opinion has been educated up 
to a point far beyond the record of 
dark ages, and will not as a rule bow 
down before every idol that bears 
the superscription of “ law .” Nowa­ 
days men believe they are not justifi­ 
ed in perpetrating a wrong in the 
. name of law; that by fidelity to their 
convictions of right, they best serve 
the cause of law. 
And this change 
of sentiment is not a retrograde, but 
a forward movement of the highest 
importance. 


Railroad Extension. 


D. McCall and others bave been up 
in the mountains during the past 
week, in the interest of the extension 
of the railroad to the timber belt. 
We are pleased to be able to state 
that this project is neither dead nor 
sleeping. 
The present terminus of 
the I. & E. road is a great advantage 
to the mineral belt in the way of 
facilities to bring in supplies, and 
for passenger travel, but it has little 
influence in openmg up the resources 
of the eastern sections-the timber, 
stone, and agricultural capabilities 
of that region. 
For timber, especi­ 
ally there is now, and will be for 
yoars, an immense demand.

Notes on San Francisco. 
We visited the site of the Valencia 
hotel. So many contradictory stories 
have been floated in reference to the 
work of the earthquake at this point 
that we were curious to see and judge 
for ourself. It has been reported that 
the building not only collapsed with 
the shock, and killed scores of in­ 
mates, but that the two lower stories 
sank tnto the earth from ten to fifteen 
feet. The building was utterly des­ 
troyed by fire after the quake. Its 
site remains today, we were informed 
by those living in that vicinity, prac­ 
tically the same as the flames had 
left it—no clearing to speak ot had 
been done. Indeed, being a trame 
building, tbere was little scope for 
clearance. The cremation process left 
nothing but a few ashes, and the re­ 
mains of articles ot iron and tinware. 
There is abundant evidence that this 
section ot the city reoeived the brunt 
of the shock. The street is wavy, the 
water mains were broken within fifty 
feet ot the hotel site, and the sewers 
were partly destroyed. Hillocks and 
depressions are visible in plenty. 
The street is still impassable for 
traffic owing to a hole in the highway 
made mostly by the water rushing 
from the ruptured mains. We saw 
no signs of a sink in the ground to 
swallow up half of a four story build­ 
ing. The ground did sink perhaps 
four or five teet, not more. The idea 
of the disappearance of two stories 
into the earth is accounted for in this 
way: i'he upper stories telescoped in­ 
to the lower stories, so that the third 
story stood on the grouud as well as 
the basement. That is probably the 
true explanation of the phenomena. 
That some were drowned while impris­ 
oned in the fallen structure is prob­ 
able. 
If any flssuros or deep openings were 
made in the earth by the earthquake, 
we failed to see them. There are 
cracks in abundance; aiso evidences 
of a sliding movement of the ground 
in many places. These are more no­ 
ticeable where nature had formed ra­ 
vines or water courses, which had been 
filled in by bumaD agenoy tor build­ 
ing purposes. 
The Valencia hotel 
stood on ground of this character. 
And in other parts of the city filled 
grouud has settled considerably. On 
Van Ness avenue, near Vallejo street, 
and around the ferry depot cracks 
and depressions exist. 
A visitor is surprised lo see so 
many signs “To let,” To lease,” noi 
only through the burned district, but 
the unscorcbed part of the city. 
Tbere are houses in plenty to rent. 
This is strange, when fifty or sixty 
thousand are still living in tents 
furnished at public expense. It may 
be that the rents asked are beyond 
the means of the wage earners to pay. 
These signs are perhaps the mute 
witnesses to the nervousness of the 
peonie who have not yet got over the 
scare sufficiently to live under roofs. 
That the latter feeling abounds is 
evidenced by the fact that numbers 
are still occupying tents in their own 
yards, instead of sleeping in their 
own houses.. 
Some timid ones are afraid to live 
in the city. 
A few will leave it for 
good, or intend to do so, when they 
settle up outstanding business. 
For 
all that, San Francisco will experi­ 
ence no permanent harm. Such souls 
are not the human material that has 
made the city by the hay what It has 
been and is. The grit and pluck of 
the 
pioneer spirit 
will rebuild 
stronger and better than before, and 
the timorous ones who now desert her 
in tribulation will be among the first 
to return when the city by the deter­ 
mined will power of others has re­ 
gained something like the glory ot its 
former self. 
San Francisco is changing with 
every day. 
It is surprising what 
work has already been done in remov­ 
ing the fire scars. 
Buildings are 
dotting the burned area in eveiy 
direction as if called into existence 
by the magician’s waod. 
How long 
will it take to restore it to the “city 
beautiful” that is to be is a matter of 
opinion, and opinions will differ 
according to temnerament of the 
individual. 
It is not uncommon to 
hear visitors among the ruins give 
their version that thirty, forty or 
fifty years, will be required to work 
the transformation. 
But talk to the 
men who are actually engaged in the 
work of upbuilding, and they will 
tell a very different story. “Two 
years will accomplish it,” said cne to 
the writer. 
This may be a roseate 
view; still we are inclined to the 
opinion that two or three years will 
suffice to cover up the traces of 
havoc. Much ot this renovation may 
be temporary buildings, and ten years 
may possible elapse before Ban Fran­ 
cisco in architectural beauty will be 
heself again.

In spite of the threatening weather 
and the ban of the pedagogues, last 
Sunday turned out to he an ideal day 
to celebrate the posponed joint school 
picnic of Clinton and Middle Fork. 
The large crowd began to arrive on 
the picnio grounds at Clinton early 
in the morning, and by noon the 
number reached to hundreds. 
The 
selection of the grounds was a good 
one as there were many large trees to 
afford shelter tor the jovial crowd. 
Ice cream and many other thirst 
allaying beverages were served to the 
people gratis. 
A swell 
raviola 
luncheon was spread at 12:30. The 
Pine Urovo brass hand furnishbd 
music for the occasion. During the 
intermission the air was filled with 
the harmonious music, with grapha- 
pbones and other instruments galore. 
At 2:30 the Pine Grove boys crossed 
hats with the Middle Fork nine. The 
game was very exoiting, and ended a 
victory for Pine Grove by a good 
margin. 
The last hours of the day 
were spent in tripping the light 
fantastic by tbose who desired to 
dance. 
The good 
wishes of the 
crowd were expressed for the teachers 
ot the respective districts, who gave 
the people the idea ot a picnic. 
All 
left stating that they had a pleasant 
time.

MRS. LE D O U X ON T R IA L. 


Coutinued from page 4. 
Professor Roy Kavoue Rogers of the 
University ot California was the star 
witness Tuesday, says the ¡Stockton 
Independent. He is tbe chemist who 
made the chemical analysis of certain 
portions of MoVicar’s body furnished 
him by coroner Southworth at the 
conclusion ot the autopsy held in tbe 
city the night the mysterious trunk 
was discovered at tbe Bouthern Pacific 
depot. 
By a series ot scientific rea­ 
soning and analysis he was able to 
definitely say to the court and jury 
that A. N. McVicar came to his death 
directly from the partaking of a 
portion of morphine equivalent to 
about five grains. 
Cne of the interesting features of 
the examination of the witness was 
the presence of an improvised labora­ 
tory, which he was prepared to es­ 
tablish upon one of the tables used by 
the attorneys. 
He carried with him 
certain appliances used in making the 
tests and experiments necessary to 
explain, make clear and prove his 
statements, and for over an hour held 
the undivided attention not only of 
the jury and other persons connected 
with the case, but of the entire audi­ 
ence filling every available space in 
the court-room. 
His chemical tests 
and explanations were not only inter­ 
esting but highly instructive. 
The evidence of the chemist cover­ 
ed a wide field, much of it was general 
while more of it was directed specifi­ 
cally to the elements of what was at 
issue before him. Professor Rogers 
held that the body of A. N. McVicar 
oontainod at the lime of death about 
5.6 grains of morphine, four or five 
times more than enough to produce 
death in the ordinary individual. 
Buch an estimate was based upon the 
portions of morphine found id differ­ 
ent organs ot the body examined by 
him for the drug. He said that upoD 
reaching a distributing point mor­ 
phine or drugs of a similar nature 
immediately began the process of 
secretion, and through regular chan­ 
nels reached all portions of the body 
in a more or less equal degree. 
He claimed that morphine affected 
various people in different ways. In 
some it produced death in five to 
thirteen hours, while abnormal cases 
are recorded where persons lived a 
number of days before death. 
He 
said that for most people one gram of 
the drug would result in death, while 
it was almost universal that two 
grains were sure death, llis practical 
illustrations, called “ color tests,” 
showed the effect of the smallest 
quantity of the deadly drug upon 
certain acids, demonstrating a similar 
effect upon the tissues and cells of a 
human body. 
The methods employed in examin 
ing and analyzing the organs for 
poison were minutely described. He 
said the chloral hydrate was found in 
the organs of deceased along with 
quantities ot morphiDe. 
From por 
tions of the pancreas, stomach, liver 
and fluids submitted to him for 
chemical analysis he secured 3.7 milo- 
grams ot morphine to the 2.2 pounds 
of matter, while from the fluid taken 
trom tbe bladder he obtained 6 milo 
grams to the 1000 grains. The organs 
were examined for opium poisoning, 
but although morphine was an extract 
from opium yet an acid found in no 
other drug was a distinguishing 
feature, and consequently he examin 
ed tor alkaloid morphine in some one 
of its various forms. 
The direct examination of Professor 
Rogers was technical to the smallest 
detail, but at the end only established 
the one poiDt, that poison was the 
cause ot death and that poison was 
morphine. 
The cross-examination of Dr. S. E. 
Latta by attorney Fairali was con­ 
cluded early in the mommg, and 
brought out no point other than that 
the physician thought asphyxia had 
much to do with McVicar’s death. 
He was again examined upon the five 
contusions or bruises found upon the 
head of the deceased, and was unable 
to quality bis statement as to how the 
bruises were sustained, but was posi­ 
tive that they were ante-mortem. 
Dr. J. P. Hull, aiso one ot the au­ 
topsy physicians, was sworn, and gave 
testimony corroborating Dr. Latta. 
He believed that about a pint of 
blood flowed from the body of Mc­ 
Vicar while enclosed in the trunk and 
before death. 
The witness said he 
would be surprised to see blood flow 
from the body after death, even if it 
were fluid. 
On Wednesday the testimony got 
down to the facts in the case. 
Expressman Charles Barry, who 
moved the trunk laden with the re­ 
mains of a dead man from room 97 ot 
the California hotel to tbe baggage 
room ot the Bouthern Pacific, seemed 
anxious to hurry through his. testi­ 
mony. On Saturday, March 24, was 
driving a wagon for George O. Wilson, 
baviDg his stand near the corner 
occupied by Rosenbaum’s store. He 
first delivered the trunk to the Cali­ 
fornia house shortly alter it was pur­ 
chased. 
He left it in front, of the 
door of room 97 and no person ap­ 
peared to take it. 
Later he saw a 
woman, whom he believed to be Mrs 
Le Doux, at the corner of Main and 
Butter street. She gave him a check, 
asklDg him to get a parcel of baggage 
from the Southern Pacific depot, and 
which had just arrived on the Sierra 
Railway Company's train from the 
mountains. 
Mrs Le Doux thereupon told him 
that she was in a “ hurry” to catch 
the 1 o’clock outgoing train and that 
she desired the trunk and her baggage 
taken to the depot. 
it developed, 
however, that she could not leave on 
the desired train and Mr Barry was 
directed to call at tbe room 97 at 2 
o'clock, where »he would have a 
stout rope, which she wanted to get 
herself, for him to rope trunk. 
At 2 
o’clock Mr Barry called at the room 
and assisted by a Mr Ruddy, roped 
the truuk, which Mr Barry said seem­ 
ed to bave the weight all in one end. 
He said that the woman claimed that 
she had dishes in the truük and that 
it would be very heavy to lift, and 


would weigh about 275 pounds. After 
roping the trunk it was removed tp 
the bottom ot the stairs, loaded into 
the wagon and taken to the Southern 
Pacific baggage rooms and placed 
upon the sills of one of the large 
windows. Ho said just as he arrived 
at the depot the same woman who 
directed him to remove the trunk ap­ 
proached him from Weber avenue, 
just back of the waiting ruom of the 
depot and paid him 75 cents tor his 
work. 
Mr Barry said he told the 
woman the trunk was exceptionally 
heavy and that he had to hire a man 
to help him. 
it seems the woman 
made no remarks but paid the money. 
Alter a very short examination ot 
John D. Ruddy, who assisted the 
expressman in removing' the trunk. 
C. B. Hart ot the H. C. Shaw Com­ 
pany was sworn and in a general way 
identified the accused woman as tbe 
same person who appeared at the H. 
C. Shaw Company’s store between 
11:30 and 12 o’clock of the morning 
of Saturday, March 24th, and pur­ 
chased the rope shown the witness 
and which was wrapped around the 
trunk. 
He said she asked tor 25 
cents’ worth of rope, or sufficient to 
securely wrap a trunk of designated 
dimensions, which she had packed 
with dishes. 
The paper and string 
holding 
the rope purchased were 
identified by the witness as paper and 
string similar to that used by the 
Shaw Company. 
A milliner from the firm of Eck- 
strom & Smith, havmg a place of 
business on Main street, was also a 
witness and testified to the tact that 
a woman similar in appearance to 
Mrs Le Doux was in the store about 
one hour Saturday afternoon of 
March 24th and purchased a hat. 
Some 50 more witnesses are to be 
examined tor the people. The case 
is not likely to be finished before 
two weeks.

Sewer Being Laid. 


Six men were started to work 
Monday morning digging trenches to 
lay the sewer pipe along the east side 
of Main 9treet from the National 
hotel to the Marelia corner, and 
thence up Court street, as tar as 
Summit street. The dumping place 
is below the junction ot the south 
and middle fork of Jackson creek, in 
the rear of the stage stable. The pipe 
is eight inches in diameter. V. S. 
Garbaiini is supervising tbe work. 
The pipe will ne laid fully three feet 
trom the surface; in some places con­ 
siderably deeper. Along Main street 
the ground is found to he all soft, 
made ground, as soon as tbe thin 
coating ot rock on the surface is 
penetrated. 
The men are employed 
in digging, and the excavation part 
will be completed in a few days.

The I. & E. Road. 


Farties traveling over the railroad 
between Jackson and lone can hardly 
fail to notice the alm ost continuous 
screech of the locomotive whistle--the 
cry of the iron horse for trespassers 
to clear the track. 
Probably no other 
line of the same length in the world 
has this warning voice liited so often 
as on this road. 
Why is it. 
What 
peculiar conditions exist on the 1. & 
E. road 
to make 
this 
persistent 
shrieking necessary. 
The other day 
we were told one -probably the tr u e — 
explanatioh 
of this 
m atter. 
The 
track crosses the main county road 
no less than five tim es in its entire 
length of fourteen m iles—an average 
ot more than once every three miles. 
These crossings are w ithout gates or 
guards. 
The road is fenced its entire 
distance with th e exception of these 
contacts with the public road, uud at 
these points, it is easy tor stock— 
cattie 
and 
horses— to get on the 
track. 
Aud as a m atter of fact they 
do get on the track, as they used to 
get ou wagon roads in the palm y days 
of dust aud mud. 
Aud rem em brance 
of the old freighting days clings to 
these brutes. 
They used to lazily 
occupy the middle of the road, refu s­ 
ing to budge, u ntil slow wagon or 
stage was right upon them. 
I t takes 
time to drum into their u n d erstand­ 
ing that the locomotive is a swifter 
concern than the m ountain schooner. 
Hence, the continuous yell of the 
locomotive 
at curves and crossing 
places—and that 
means the whole 
length of the road—to get out of the 
way. 
Not unfrequently 
the train 
slows up to give them tim e to clear 
the track. 
It is quite a novel ex p eri­ 
ence for the engineer, but he hopes 
to educate his straying bands to a 
proper appreciation of the situation 
in due time.

Ordinance No. 127. 


An O rdinance to exempt fronT road 
poll tax active volunteer firemen ru 
regular organized F ire D istricts in 
Amador county, State ot California, 
not exceeding thirty-six members ot 
any one organized fire district. 
The Board of Supervisors ot the 
county of Amador, state of California, 
do ordain as follow s:— 
Section 1. 
Not exceeding thirty six 
members of every regular organized 
Fire D istrict in Amador county, state 
of California, and being active and 
volunteer firemen of an organized fire 
district therein, are hereby exempt 
from paying road poll tax in said 
Amador county. 
Section 11. 
A certificate issued by 
the fire commissioners of an organized 
fire district in said Amador county, 
setting forth th at the members aie 
active volunteer firemen and enrolled 
on the books of the fire district, and 
have been such for more then sixty 
days, and the lull name of each fire­ 
man therein, shall be conclusive evi­

Temporarily at least the lieveridga 
am endm ent to the agricultural appro­ 
priation bill 
has been 
up in the 
house. 
Everyone who eats meat and 
a goud many who do not know by this 
tim e that the Beveridge am endm ent 
is the proposed legislation 
which let 
loose such a storm when it was sug­ 
gested to place governm ent inspectors 
in all ot the packing and interstate 
slaughter honses owing to the d is ­ 
graceful filth 
and unsanitary co n­ 
ditions recently discovered in C h ic­ 
ago. 
The most deplorable state of 
affairs was discovered through a p er­ 
sonal commission 
sent out by the 
presideut. The Beveridge am endm eut 
in consequence was p u t as a rider on 
the ag ricultu ral appropriation bill. 
The president threatened to publish 
the whole report th at had been made 
to him if there was any attem pt to 
block the legislation, b u t the story 
got out and the papers of the country 
commenced to p rin t colum ns about 
the m atter so th at the packers, feeling 
th at alm ost the worst bud been done 
already, have tried their best to block 
the bill in tho house. 
The excuses for holding up this 
nationally im portant piece of legisla­ 
tion are manifold. 
It is hard to say 
how many of them come from the 
friends of the measure and how many 
from the enemies in disguise. 
Tho 
packers have not had the nervo to 
light the legislation openly, but have 
tried to make the cattle producers 
light their battle, 
by assuring them 
th at if the cost of the inspection is 
saddled on the packers, they will take 
it out of the price of cattle. 
A l­ 
though the aggregate cost of the in ­ 
spection would be som ething like $2,­ 
000,000 it would am ount to only about 
live cents pei head of cattle slaughter­ 
ed so th at it is plain to see that the 
desire to shift the cost of the in ­ 
spection is only a cloak to the killing 
of the bill altogether. 
if this in ­ 
spection were paid for by an annual 
appropriation, the 
inspecting force 
would be a fixed qu an tity. 
After ju st 
so many inspectors had been assigned 
to d u t y , 't h e r e 
wonld be no more 
available. 
This 
is what the meat 
trusts wants. 
A certain num ber of 
inspectors are necessary for th eir in ­ 
terests, 
as they 
cannot sell meat 
abroad unless 
it bears the official 
stamp of this governm ent. 
B ut if 
anyone could have, the governm ent 
inspection who was willing to pay for 
it, the force of inspectors would he a 
flexible quantity. 
All of the inde­ 
pendents who are now kept out of the 
export meat business by the trusts, 
would be able to break in and there 
would be enough inspectors to thor 
oughly safeguard the interests ot the 
public in all sections ot the packing 
houses and prevent the lawbreaking 
th at according to ail accuunts, the 
trust has engaged in for years. 
The 
legislation in question is in a very 
perilous state, and it is doubtful if 


the bill will finally get through c q u 
gress w ithout m aterial modifications 
likly to im pair its 
usefulness and

sort, uo one can deny th a t wife heat­ 
ing, tor which it was to he the pu n ish ­ 
ment is worthy of alm ost any penalty 
th at can be devised tor it. 
The hill 
had the serious 
endorsem ent ot a 
great many serious m inded people, 
and the president in his impulsive 
fashion, had given it his hearty su p ­ 
port and said th at it was a good thing 
and ought to be shoved along. 
But 
for some reason or other, the house 
did not take kindly to it, possibly 
because more men vote than women, 
and the bill was laughed out of couit. 
Mr Adams 
felt 
this very keenly, 
though it is not supposed that it had 
much bearing on his suicide. 
But so 
sensitive was he about it that one 
risked the loss of his friendship ever 
after wüo m entioned the whipping 
post in his presence. 
The real cause of his death was ex­ 
plained by him in a note to speaker 
Cannon, 
lie had 
become involved 
financially, and while he was generally 
regarded as a rich man, he was in 
reality on the rocks in money matters. 
He was a great society man,

and 
his 
death was not only a great surprise to 
everyone, 
hut 
will be a cause of 
genuiue rerget. 
There were plenty 
of people abu nd antly able to help 
him and who would have helped him 
if they had known he needed it. 
It has been reported th at the house

advocate as the cause ot A.

V ioar’s death. 
The prosecution will 
contend that he died from the a d ­ 
m inistration of m orphine at the hands 
of his ex-wife, and the defense that 
his death was caused by a dose ot 
cyanide ot potassium 
adm inistered 
by him self with suicidal intent. 
The prosecution 
will attem pt to 
show th at m orphine caused Mrs Le 
Doux’s former h usband ’s death by 
means ot the chem ical analysis of his 
stomaob. 
The fact th a t he was taken 
ill some tim e previous in Ban 
F ran ­ 
cisco, and 
th at m orph in e was the 
cause 
of his illuess, 
will also be 
introduced to bring out this conten 
tion. 
The 
tru n k 
in which the m an’s 
cramped body was found was brought 
into the court-room late 
Saturday 
afternoon. 
The defendant cast her 
eyes toward the table, and did not 
once look upon the piece of evidence 
and its bloody interior. 
Baggageman 
Thompson, of the Southern Pacific 
uttice, 
was called to the stand. 
He 
identified the trun k. 
A ssistant bag 
gagemaster N. Vizelich testified that 
he p ut the tru n k on the Jamestown 
train, but later, notioing th at it had 
no check on it, took it off. 
Had the 
trun k been checked it is doubtful 
whether any trace would have been 
found of it. 
Mr Fairall made strenuous objec 
tious against ad m ittin g the bloody 
clothing of tho deceased, but Judge 
N utter overruled them. 
The loose 
clothing was found " in the trunk, 
and had evidently been placed around 
the body so as to keep it from rolling 
against the sides. 
Piece by piece 
Chief Baker identified the garments, 
most of which were red 
with 
bioud. 
The defendant was observed to wipe 
her eyes upon num erous occasions as 
the clothing was being exhibited. 
Women still continued to crowd in 
the court-room , many of them with 
children. 
The bight of morbid curi 
osity on the pa rt of the female wit 
nesses was reached S aturday after­ 
noon, when a short recess was taken. 
A dozen or 
more ot them jum ped 
from their seats and rushed over to 
the other side of the room to see the 
inside of the trn nk . 
Sheriff Sibley 
was 
seated 
near by, and quickly 
closed the 
lid hetore 
the curious 
woman could peep at its interior. 
The expert testim ony commenced 
by the swearing in as a wituess of Dr. 
S. E. Latta, 
an 
experienced and 
em inent physician and surgeon, who 
has devoted tw enty-one years in the 
practice of his profession. 
He was 
one of tho physicians who conducted 
the autopsy upon the rem ains of Mc­ 
Vicar im m ediately upon their being 
taken from the tru n k and before the 
thorax 
and abdom inal 
cavity had 
radiated their natural heat. 
Concisely did the doctor relate the 
condition of the body of McVicar as 
he first saw it upon the slab at th - 
m ortuary. 
The eyes were dull and 
sunken, the complexion of the face 
darker than other 
portions of the 
body, while near the ears and around 
the neck was perceptible a bluish 
color to the skin, the rest of the body 
m aintaining an 
ashy 
white color, 
ordinarily accom panying death. 
The testim ony showed the body was 
searched for fractures, 
dislocations 
an<4 bruises, none being found. 
A 
clot of blood fell from the nose as 
the body was being turned on the 
slab previous to an exam ination of 
the hack, hut there was no indication 
of hemorrhages. 
The organs were all 
in a normal healthy condition. Theie 
was a general presence in the body of 
what was termed 
venus-coDgestion, 
meaning accum ulations in parts ot 
the body ot dark colored blood. 
No 
unusual 
odor 
was 
discovered 
in 
sm elling the m outh or other organs 
of the deceased. 
The thorax and abdom inal cavity 
was opened by the autopsy physician 
and every organ of the body, luciud-

“ Did the 
blood flow from the nose before or 
after death ?” and the answer was 
again, “ before d e a th .”
